Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

The  President's  call  for  300,000  volunteers, 
to  serve  three  years  or  during  the  war,  to  fill 
up  the  old  regiments,  makes  the  allotment  to 
Kentucky  of  12,000  to  be  raised. 

This  call  must  be  met,  either  by  volun- 
teers, or  by  draft,  at  an  early  day.  The  5th 
of  January  is  set  by  the  President  as  the 
time  of  ordering  the  draft.  This  will 
give  time  for  Congress  to  repeal  tho  $300  ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers  will  receive  the  liberal  bounty 
and  increased  pay  offered  by  the  Govern- 
ment; the  conscript  will  not.  Volunteers 
select  their  own  company  and  regiment — 
the  conscript  will  be  assigned  without  re- 
gard to  his  wishes.  The  volunteer  will  be 
honored  by  his  companions  in  arms  and  by 
his  country — the  conscript  will  not. 

Recruiting  officers  will  be  detailed  from  the 
various  regiments  and  assigned  their  recruit- 
ing posts  by  the  Adjutant  General.  The 
proportion  due  from  each  coonty,  to  equalixe 
the  service  from  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  will  be  made  known  by  the  Adjutant 
General,  and  notice  thereof  given.  Each 
county  will  be  required  to  furnish  its  allot- 
ment either  in  volunteers  or  conscripts. 

Recruiting  for  the  twelve  months  service 
will  cease  with  the  authorities  heretofore 
given,  so  soon  as  the  regiments  forming  are 
filled. 

Let  no  man  say  he  would  volunteer  if  it 
were  for  defense  of  the  State  or  to  serve  in 
the  State.  Facts  answer  such  declarations. 
For  months  you  have  been  called  on  for 
such  service,  and  failed  to  respond.  This 
service  is  now  closed  to  you. 

Kentucky  now  is,  and  must  continue  to  be, 
exposed  so  long  as  there  are  rebel  armies  in 
the  field.  Guerrilla  raids  will  cease  when  the 
rebel  armies  are  broken  up.  The  only  se- 
curity to  your  State  against  invasions  and 
raids,  is  the  destruction  of  the  rebel  armies. 
Were  our  old  regiments  full  even  to  the 
minimum,  the  days  of  rebellion  would  be 
numbered,  and  but  few.  The  true  defense  of 
your  State  therefore  is  by  filling  the  old  reg 
iments  now  in  the  field.  This  will  give  a 
crushing  force,  which  must  soon  sweep  the 
rebel  armies  from  the  field.

Fill  the  body  with  oysters,  and  let  it 
boil  by  steam  without  water.  When  suffi- 
iently  done,  take  it  up,  strain  the  gravy  that 
will  be  found  in  the  pan,  and  which,  when 
cold,  will  be  a  fine  jelly  ;  thicken  it  with  a 
little  flour  and  butter,  add  the  liquor  of  the 
oysters  intended  for  sauce,  also  stewed,  and 
warm  the  oysters  up  in  it  ;  whiten  it  with  a 
little  boiled  cream  aud  pour  it  over  the  tur- 
key.

An  Extraordinary  Chess-Plarer. 

Let  me  tell  you  of  a  wonderful  chess 
player,  an  account  of  whose  performances  I" 
received  lately  from  a  distinguished  and 
learned  Hindoo  Pundit  here,  Ram  Shandah 
Bal  Chreshni.  The  chess  player  came  from 
Madras  to  Bombay,  where  Ram  Shandah 
saw  him.  He  is  between  45  and  50  years 
of  age.  He  plays  several  games — three,  if 
I  remember — blindfold,  and  wins  them.  At 
the  same  time  he  plays  a  game  of  cards — 
there  are  120  different  cards  in  a  Hindoo 
pack — and  wins.  At  the  time  when  these 
games  are  going  on,  he  is  given,  orally, 
sums  of  multiplication  to  the  extent  of  five 
figures,  (e.  g.  9,397x8,999),  and  gives  the  cor- 
rect result.  At  the  same  lime  a  sentence  of 
about  one  hundred  words,  each  word  being 
numbered,  is  given  to  him  irregularly,  (35  if, 
92  but,  61  pitcher,  etc.,)  and  he  gives  the 
whole  sentence.  During  the  games  a  bell  is 
touched  every  one  or  two  seconds,  and  he 
gives  the  number  of  times  it  has  been 
touched.  A  man  stands  behind  him  and 
throws  little  pebbles,  one  by  one,  against  his 
back;  these,  too,  he  counts.  And  after  the 
games  are  over,  and  all  these  are  told,  he 
recites  a  poem  in  perfect  rhyme,  which  he 
has  composed  during  the  sitting.  Ram 
Shandah  is,  I  assure  you,  an  entirely  cred- 
ible witness,  and  a  very  clever  man  every 
way. — [.If.

To  Roast  a  Goose. — Geese  seem  to  bear 
the  same  relation  to  poultry  that  pork  does 
to  the  flesh  ol  other  domestic  quadrupeds; 
that  is,  the  flesh  of  goose  is  not  suitabU  for, 
or  agreeable  to,  the  very  delicate  in  constitu- 
tion. One  reason,  doubtless,  is  that  it  is  the 
fashion  to  bring  it  to  table  very  rare  done;  a 
detestable  mode. 

Take  a  young  goose,  pick,  singe  and  clean 
well.  Make  the  stuffing  with  two  ounces  of 
onions  (about  four  common  sized)  and  one 
ounce  of  green  sage  chopped  very  fine;  then 
add  a  large  coffee-cup  of  stale  bread  crumbs 
and  the  same  of  mashed  potatoes;  a  little 
pepper  and  salt,  a  bit  of  butter  as  big  as  a 
wulnut,  the  yolk  of  an  egg  or  two;  mix  these 
well  together  and  stuff  the  goose.  Do  not 
fill  it  entirely;  the  stuffing  requires  room  to 
swell.  Spit  it,  tie  the  spit  at  both  ends  to 
prevent  its  swiuging  round,  aud  to  prevent 
the  stuffing  from  coming  out.  The  fire  must 
be  brisk.  Baste  it  with  salt  and  water  at 
first,  then  with  its  own  dripping.  It  will 
take  two  hours  or  more  to  roast  thoroughly. 

A  greeu  goose — that  is,  one  under  four 
months  old — is  seasoned  with  pepper  and 
salt,  instead  of  sage  and  onions.  It  will 
roast  in  an  hour. 

Sauce  for  a  Roasted  Goose. — Put  into  a 
saucepan  a  tahlespounful  of  made  mustard, 
half  a  teaspoon In I  of  Cayenne  pepper,  a  glass 
of  Port  wine,  and  a  gill  of  gravy  Mix  and 
warm,  aud  pour  it  though  a  slit  in  the  apron 
into  the  body  of  the  goose  just  before  serv- 
ing.— [Lady's  Book. 

To  Roast  a  Turkey. — Prepare  a  stuffing 
of  pork  sausage  meal,  one  beaten  egg,  and 
a  few  crumbs  ot  bread;  or,  if  sausages  are 
to  be  served  with  the  turkey,  stuffing  as  for 
a  fillet  of  veal ;  in  either,  a  little  shred  shal- 
lot is  an  improvement.  Stuff  the  bird  under 
the  brest,  dredge  it  witli  flour,  and  put  it 
down  to  a  clear  brisk  fire  ;  at  a  moderate 
distance  the  first  hall  hour,  but  allerwards 
nearer.  Baste  with  butter:  and  when  the 
turkey  is  plumped  up  and  the  steam  draws 
toward  the  fire  it  will  be  nearly  done.  Then 
dredge  it  lightly  with  flour,  and  baste  it 
witli  a  little  more  butter,  first  melted  in  the 
basting  ladle.  Serve  with  gravy  in  the  dial 
aud  bread-sauce  in  the  tureen.  It  may  be 
garnished  with  fried  lorce-meat  il  veal  stuff 
ing  be  used.  Sometimes  the  gizzard  and 
liver  are  dipped  into  the  yolk  of  an  egg,  and 
sprinkled  with  salt  and  Cayenne,  and  then 
put  under  the  pinions  before  the  bird  is  put 
to  the  tire.  A  very  large  turkey  will  require 
three  hours'  roasting;  one  of  eight  or  ten 
pounds  two  hours,  aud  a  small  one  an  hour 
and  a  half. 

To  Boil  a  Turkey. — Make  a  stuffing  as 


Coal — The  Pittsburg  Gazette  of  yesterday 
says  :  "Nearly  all  the  coal  tugs  in  port  yes- 
terday had  steam  up,  and  were  busily  engaged 
in  getting  their  respective  tows  ready,  so  as 
to  be  able  to  leave  to  day.

It 
will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  pros- 
pect of  a  large  quantity  of  coal  soon  arriv- 
ing is  very  good.  We  understand,  however, 
that  the  Pittsburg  dealers  who  came  down 
in  advance  of  their  coal,  are  asking  thirty 
cents  per  bushel  for  it  at  the  river,  upon  ar- 
rival. This  price  our  dealers  refuse  to  give, 
and  thus  the  matter  stands.

The  New  York  State  Inebriate  Asylum. 

This  magnificent  structure,  in  beauty  and 
boldness  of  architectural  design  rivaling  the 
benevolent  institutions  of  the  Old  World, 
will  prove  a  splendid  and  lasting  memorial  of 
the  public  spirit  and  generous  charily  of  the 
people  of  the  Empire  State.  It  is  situated  on 
the  northern  bank  of  the  Susquehanna,  upon 
a  commanding  elevation,  about  two  and  a 
half  miles  east  of  the  villige  of  Binghamton. 
The  edifice  covers  an  erea  of  about  three 
acres,  and  consists  of  five  buildings,  1,453 
feet  in  length.  The  main  building  is  of 
limestone,  in  castelated  gothicstyle,  and  tow- 
ers up  one  hundred  feet  from  its  base.  One 
hundred  men  are  now  busily  employed  in  the 
completion  of  the  work,  under  competent, and 
careful  supervision.  When  completed,  the 
institution  will  comprise  five  divisions  and 
ten  wards.  Each  division  will  accommodate 
one  hundred  patients.  A  neat  and  commo 
dious  chapel  eighty-two  feet  in  length,  thir- 
ty seyen  iu  breadlh,  forty  in  bight,  and  will 
seat  seven  hundred  persons.  A  library 
fifty-eight  by  twentv-eighl,  will  afford  the 
inmates  rare  facilities  for  intellectual  an  I 
moral  improvement.  Rooms  for  patients  are 
twelve  by  eighteen.  Each  patient  will  eat 
in  his  own  room.  The  building  will  be 
ventilated  by  one  thousand  one  hundred 
flues  and  furnished  with  every  facility  for 
the  comfort  and  health  of  the  inmates, 
while  for  the  purpose  of  outdoor  employment 
and  exercise,  three  hundred  and  sixty  acres 
of  the  finest  land  ia  the  Susquehanua  valley 
are  attached  to  the  institution.

The  Third  Wisconsin  cavalry  has  just  re- 
turned from  a  successful  reconnoissaoce 
southward.  They  went  within  15  miles  of 
Red  river,  but  finding  the  enemy  had 
changed  position  since  the  last  advices, 
they  were  unable  to  proceed  further.  Their 
return  was  a  constant  skirmish  for  over  a 
hundred  miles,  strong  bodies  of  the  enemy 
being  posted  at  all  the  cross  roads  to  inter- 
cept them.

Nkw  Flag  for  thb  22d  Reoimknt  Ken- 
tucky Voi.i-steers.— We  are  informed  by 
Mr.  J.  D.  Pollard,  to  whom  was  entrusted 
the  duty  of  procuring  a  new  flag  to  be  pre- 
sented to  Col.  Geo.  W.  Monroe's  gallant  22d 
Regiment  of  Kentucky  Volunteers  in  place 
of  their  old  battle-stained  and  shattered 
banner,  that  the  new  flag  will  be  here  and 
will  be  carried  and  exhibited  on  the  streets 
of  our  city  on  Christmas  day. 

ggJ-Tlie  followhijresolutionq,  in  relation 
to  the  postponement  of  the  draft,  have  pass- 
ed the  two  houses  of  the  Legislature,  and 
are  approved  by  the  Governor.  The  post- 
ponement asked  is  for  the  purpose  of  having 
a  mora  full  enrollment  made, and  some  cor- 
rections in  the  present  enrollment.  We 
publish  them  for  the  information  of  our 
readers : 

Wuorois.  ia  consequent  of  the  hasty  manner 
in  which  the  troops  of  Kentucky  were  furnished, 
and  the  irrogular  manner  in  which  inexperienced 
officers  received  volunteers — some  regiments  sent 
into  the  aorvico  partly  full— and  afterwards  filled 
while  in  the  field,  a  discrepancy  of  several  thou- 
sands exist  botwoon  tho  number  of  men  aotually 
furnished  by  Kentucky,  and  the  number  eroditcd 
to  her  in  the  Adjutant  General'*  Office  at  Wash- 
ington. 

And  whorca?,  from  the  irregularities  aforesaid, 
there  are  thousands  of  men  in  the  service  from 
Kontucky,  for  whom  tho  Adjutant  General  of 
Kentucky  cannot  give  descriptive  list3,  beor-.uio 
they  are  not,  as  thoy  ought  to  be,  in  his  office. 

And  whoreas,  it  is  occuring  every  woek,  that 
widows  and  orphans  aro  sending  to  tho  Adjutant 
Gonoralof  Kentuoky,  for  descriptive  lists  of  their 
husbands  and  fathors,  who  have  fallen  in  the  sor 
vice,  for  the  purposo  of  obtaining  bounties,  back 
pay  and  pensions,  yot  they  cannot  be  furnished 
— therefore 

Be  it  renolved  by  the  General  Anemblyof  the  Com- 
m-mwealth  of  Kentucky: 

That  the  Governor  is  requested  to  send  an  agont 
to  the  President,  and  request  a  postponement  of 
tho  impending  draft,  until  tho  discrepancy  be- 
twoen  tho  officos  of  tho  Adjutant  Genorals  of  tho 
United  States  and  Kentucky,  can  be  adjusted, 
and  the  number  of  men  for  which  Kentuoky  is 
entitled  to  be  credited,  bo  ascertained. 

2.  That  the  Adjutant  Goneral  of  Kentuoky  is 
hereby  dirooted  to  tako  iuimodiate  steps  to  pro- 
cure, and  file  in  bis  office,  full  and  complete  do- 
■criptive  lists  of  all  the  soldiers  Kentucky  has 
furnished  the  General  Government  during  tho 
present  war. 

3.  That  the  Governor  is  hereby  directed 
to  pay  tho  same  out  of  the  Military  Fund,  for 
the  amount  he  may  cause  to  be  expended  under 
the  first  resolution,  and  also  for  snch  amount  as 
tho  Adjutant  General  shall  expend  under  the  sco- 
ond  resolution,  upon  being  satisfied  by  compe- 
tent testimony,  that  tho  amo-uts  presented  to 
him  for  payment  were  actually  and  nocouarily 
expanded  for  those  purposes,  and  none  other. 

[Approved  Deoomber  22,  1863. 

Whereas,  thoro  exists  in  many  counties  of  the 
State,  a  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  the  men  fur- 
nished for  tho  purposo  of  suppressing  tho  present

followiug  facts,  viz.:  the  name,  dato  of  enlist- 
ment, in  what  company  and  regiment,  or  other 
service  every  soldier  or  marine,  entered  from 
Kontucky,  who  has  served  tit  tho  State  or  else- 
where under  the  anthority  of  the  United  State*,  for 
tho  purpose  set  out  in  thi)  abovo  preamble. 
That  all  such  returns  shall,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, be  delivered  to  tho  juc'ge  of  the  county, 
Who  shall  immediately  transmit  the  ismt  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  Kentucky  ,  and  he  shall,  in 
all  instances,  where  the^ovidulice  is  satisfactory, 
ro-aJjust  the  rolls  in  his  ofnue,  by  giving  the 
proper  orcdit  to  theeounties  ontitlod,  taking  from 
the  o  unities  which  have  been  improperly  credited, 
and  adding  all  oinittod  names,  in  order  that,  su 
far  as  possible,  all  tho  soldier*  furnished  by  the 
State  may  be  properly  distributed  among  the 
counties  which  sent  thorn.  lie  shall  also  record 
all  tho  marine  and  soldiers  furnished  by  Ken- 
tucky, to  regiments  raised  in  other  States,  and  to 
the  marine  service  of  tho  United  States. 

2.  That  the  Public  Printer  shall  immediately 
print  three  hundred  copies  of  these  resolutions, 
furnish  a  copy  to  each  member  of  the  General  As 
sembly,    and  send  one  copy   by  mail  postage 
paid  to  each  county  court  clerk  in  tho  State.

Dabiss  RoBBBRT.-fOne  of  the  boldest 
robberies,  says  the  Indianapolis  Journal, 
ever  committed  in  the  city,  occurred  night 
before  last  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Rosenthal, 
clothing  merchant,  at  the  corner  of  Il  linois 
and  Washington  streets.    Mr.  R.  had  taken 

i  home  with  him  (So.  10  Mississippi  street) 
$2,500  and  deposited  it  between  a  feather- 
bed and    mattress.    In  the  night  he  was 

I  awaked  by  a  man  standing  over  him  with  a 
bowie-knife  in  one  hand  and  the  other  in- 
serted between  the  bed  and  mattress,  clasp- 
ing the  money.  The  robber  ordered  him  to 
keep  silent,  and  not  to  stir,  or  he  would  kill 

|  hi  to.    Mr.  R.  a  wife,  awakening  at  this 

:  moment,  was  silenced  in  the  same  manner. 
The  rascal  then  said  he  was  satisfied  with 
what  he  had,  but  intended  to  search  the 
bureau  in  the  next  room,  on  which  a  small 
night  lamp  was  burning,  and  told  Mr.  R. 
and  his  wife  not  to  move  on  pain  of  death. 
Mr.  R.,  however,  threw  up  a  window  and 
sprang  out  as  the  robber  left  the  room,  and 
gave  the  alarm.  His  brother-in-law,  Mr. 
Hays,  and  several  of  the  police  were  at  the 
house  in  a  very  few  minutes,  but  the  robber 
had  fled,  and  no  trace  of  him  has  yet  been 
discovered.  It  seems  that  he  had  worked 
his  way  into  the  house  through  the  kitchen 
window,  thence  into  the  dining-room,  and 
thence  into  the  bed  chamber,  opening  the 
door  with  an  instrument  with  which  he 
turned  the  key.  Besides  the  money  in  the 
pocket-book  taken  from  the  bed,  the  robber 
had  previously  taken  a  silver  watch  and 
several  dollars  in  gold  from  Mr.  Rosenthal's 
vest  pocket.  He  wore  a  mask,  and  conse- 
quently it  will  be  difficult  to  identify  him. 

Another  Steamer  Sunk — We  have  re- 
ceived the  following  particulars  of  the  sink- 
ing of  the  Fanny  McBirney,  while  on  her 
first  trip  to  Memphis,  which  event  occured 
at  Island  34.  on  Sunday  the  Cth  inst.  It 
appears  that  the  boat,  while  under  consid- 
erable headway,  struck  the  bank  on  the  Ar- 
kansas side  with  so  much  force  that  before 
the  pilot  could  recover  her  from  the  shock 
she  swung  round  and  sunk  in  a  few  :-iin- 
utes.  She  will,  it  is  fhought,  prove  a  total 
loss.  But  little  of  the  cargo  was  saved, 
none,  in  fact,  but  that  which  was  placed  on 
the  cabin  deck,  which,  together  with  the 
passengers  and  their  baggage  and  the  crew, 
was  taken  off  by  the  steamer  Glendale. 
She  was  owned  by  Capt.  Dan.  Collier,  of 
Cincinnati,  and  was  purchased  by  him  re- 
cently for  the  Louisville  and  Memphis  trade, 
at  a  cost  of  $25,000,  but,  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  would  readily  have  brought  $30  • 
000.  She  was  formerly  run  in  the  Marion 
and  Cincinnati  line  of  packets,  and  war 
considered  a  good  boat  of  her  class.  The 
Captain  has  entered  protest. 

Pensioners.' — According  to  the  report  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  number  of 
Revolutionary  soldiers  borne  upon  the  pen- 
sion-rolls had  dwindled  down  to  eighteen  on 
the  30th  of  June  last,  of  whom  only  ten  had 
made  application  lor  their  stipends  on  the  4th 
of  March.  Tho  number  of  widows  of  Revo- 
lutionary soldiers  on  the  rolls  at  the  same 
period  was  1,573.  Tho  whole  number  of 
army  Invalid  pensioners  on  the  rolls  in  June 
was  7,248,  most  of  whom  were  pensioned  on 
account  of  wounds  received  or  disease  con- 
tracted in  the  service  during  the  present  war. 
Tho  widows,  orphans,  and  dependent  moth- 
ers of  3,573  deceased  soldiers  of  the  present 
war  were  inscribed  upon  the  rolls  during  the 
last  fiscal  year,  making  the  whole  number 
of  this  class  on  the  rolls  at  the  close  of  the 
year  4,820.  The  number  of  navy  invalid? 
on  the  rolls  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  544. 
and  the  number  of  widows,  orphans,  and 
dependant  mothers  of  deceased  officers  and 
seamen  of  the  navy,  577.  The  whole  num 
ber  of  army  pensioners  added  to  the  rolls 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  7,582,  and  of 
the  navy  316.  The  number  of  army  pension 
ers,  of  all  classes,  on  the  rolls  on  the  30th 
of  June  last,  was  13,059,  and  of  the  navy 
1,132.  The  payment  of  the  former  requires 
the  sum  of  $1,257,641  83,  and  the  latter 
$144,074  61  per  annum.
